ABOUT LONDON. 


BY CHARLES EA1!L IIKL1.INGS. 


London is the largest and grandest city 


in the world. 
However it is not a pleas- 


ant city for an American to reside in for 
any length of time; owing to the gloomy 
character of the weather. 
Only now and 


then the genial rays of the glorious sun 
are reflected o'er the great city, which is 
generally overshadowed by dark, lowering 
clouds; and you know not what moment 
the flood-gates of heaven may be opened 
upon you. 
It is not safe to go out with- 


out an umbrella, unless you are desirous 
of receiving u good drenching. Many 
Americans labor under the delusion that 
umbrellas can be purchased in London at 
low figures. The silk umbrella offered 
for thirty shillings ($7.50) can be pur 
chased in America for five dollars. Cloth- 
.ng is much cheaper in England than in 
;he United States. 
When I was return- 


ing from my recent trip to London, an 
American gentleman showed me an over- 
coat which he purchased a few days prior 
to his departure for a trifle over eight 
dollars. The same coat in the States 
would have Ast twenty dollars. 
I ex- 


amined it closely and found it to be of 
good 
material and well made. 
I re- 


marked to my friend that I liked it much 
better than the one I had on, which cost 
twenty-five dollars in Philadelphia. 


In regard to conveniences, the London 


hotels are far surpassed by the American 
hotels. 
The elevator is almost unknown, 


and gas is only used in a few of the most 
prominent hotels. 
Candles are used al- 


most universally. There is so much form 
and ceremony about everything. You 
pay so much for lodging ; extra for the 
use of the parlor or sitting-room ; so 
much for attendance, although you are 
expected to fee the servants liberally. 
You are not compelled to get your meals 
at the hotel, unless it is breakfast, which 
you cannot secure until near nine o'clock. 
After you have given your order you are 
compelled to wait for about half au hour. 
You always have to ask for a napkin, or a 
glass of water. 
The waiters move around 


in a mechanical manner. They do not 
seem to be possessed of any animation 
whatever. 
They are slow and deliberate 


in all their movements. 


English people are great drinkers. In 


some streets almost every other place of 
Business is a drinking saloon. We can 
safely say very little water is used to 
quench thirst in London. 
Beer is used 


jy all classes of people. 
Children learn 


to drink it as soon as they are able to 
walk. 
You can get a large muu of beer 


"or tup pence (four cents). 


It takes 11,000 policemen to govern 


the city, which contains 25,000 known 
criminals. 
If a man is well educated, 


and in good physical condition, he can 
;et on the police force without any polit- 
cal influence. 
The men present a fine 


ippearance, and treat those who ask for 
nformation courteously, which is more 
than can be said of New York or Phila- 


Iphia policemen. 
It seems to be a

ndling their prisoners. 
The fire department of the city is very 


mmitivc, when put in comparison with 
;he New York or Philadelphia fire depurt- 
nents. 


The method of rapid transit by the 


.mdergrouud railway deserves much com- 
mendation. 
Trains run about every five 


minutes, to all prominent parts of the 
city, from stations along the lines. 
The 


'ares are very reasonable, and tens of 
thousands of persons daily avail themselves 


f this method of transit. 
Ten thousand 


cabs and two thousand omnibuses do a 
flourishing business. The steamboats are 
always crowded. You can ride for several 
miles for a few pence, and obtain a mag- 
nificent view of the river front. Somer- 
set! House presents a grand appearance 
from the deck of a steamer. 
Tiie current 


of the Thames i* very strong, and the 
steamers dash along at a liisjli rate of 
speed. 
The Thames embankment ex- 


tends north nnd south for several miles. 
Cleopatra's Needle attracts much atten- 
tion. 


I admire the manner in which the 


streets are pavod, with asphalt or square 
blocks of wood. 
Cobble stones are not 


used. 
The leading thoroughfares are 


kept very clean. 
The street known as 


Rotten How is only used by the Queen, 
or members of the Royal family. It runs 
through Hyde Park, which contains oSS 
acres. 
The famous Albert 
Memorial 


commands a prominent position in the 
Park. 


The '.Zoological Garden occupies a por- 


tion of Regent's Park, which contains 472 
acres. 
The grounds arc laid out artisti- 


cally, nnd the 
buildings are spacious. 


Everything is arranged in the most sys- 
tematic style. 
The animals on exhibition 


present a fine appearance, and the cages 
are kept very clean. 
The garden was 


opened in the year 1812. 
The Botanical 


Gardens are also situated in Regent's 
Park. 


The American Exchange is a great re- 


sort for Americans in London. 
It is 


located on the Strand, near Trafalgar 
Square, which is about the centre of the 
city, 
All the prominent American pa- 


pers are kept on file. Members of the 
Exchange pay five shillings ($1.25) a 
month. 


Among the prominent London newspa- 


pers I can mention The Times, Dmbj 
Teleyraph, 
Standard, Pall Mull 
Ga- 


zette, and St. James Gazette. 
The above- 


named journals are the moulders of 
public opinion. They devote little space 
to American news. 
Six cents is the 


price of single copies of the Times. 
In 


my opinion the New York Herald is a 
much better newspaper, and it is sold at 
one-half the price. The Herald office is 
situated on Fleet street. It is visited by 
many Americans. I inscribed my name 
in the registering book and secured a 
copy of the paper. The Detroit Free 
Press is published in London, at two cents 
a copy. 


I was much impressed with the majestic 


grandeur of Windsor Castle.. I had no 
difficulty in securing a pass to enter the 
castle.. I was allowed to inspect ten 
State apartments. I lingered for some 
time in the throne room. I wondered 
how the Queen looked when seated on the 
beautiful throne, surrounded by all the 
pomp and vanity of the occasion. Tbe 
walls of many of the apartments are em- 
bellished with magnificent specimens of 
GobeliB tapestry. In the grand vestibule 
I viewed a grand statute of the Queen, 
with her favorite dog "Sharp," executed 
in fine statuary marble by Boehm. 
The 


ceiling of the State ante-room is painted 
by Verrio, and represents a banquet of 
the Gods. The Zuccarelli room contains 
nine large paintings by that master. The 
"Meeting of Isaac and Rebecca," and 


the "Finding of Moses," are truly mag- 
nificent specimens. It was on the repu- 
tation of the first-named picture that 
Xuccarelli rested his fume. 
The grand 


reception room is ornamented in the style 
of Louis XIV. The walls are embellished 
with fpeMimni of G .belin tapestry, rep- 
resenting the story of Jason and Medea. 
The guard chamber contains a splendid 
collection of arms and armour. 1 was 
conducted through the royal stables and 
coach houses, and viewed the boautiful 
grey and bay carriage and saddle horses 
used by Her Majesty and the royal family. 
The names of some of the horses: Pro- 
zress, Foxglove, Faust, Kolly, Dinorah, 
Fairfax, Fuirplny, Fantee, Bule, Kraiilein, 
Bluebell, Profit, Buscuit, Cloister, Jes- 
sie and Cracknel!.

life ond winning a great success in a new 
avocation. 
He was a journalist until 


nearly forty. 
Not tied down to the ser- 


vice of any <>ne paper, but furnishing cor- 
respondence from one side of the Atlan- 
tic or the other, at one time or another, 
between 1858 and 1873, to a dozen prom- 
inent American journals. 
Joseph Medill 


tells me that he was a first rate corres- 
pondent, accurate, industrious and quick 
to appreciate the value of a "beat" on 
other papers. Once, after a battle in Vir- 
ginia, he rode at break neck speed to the 
nearest railway station, arriving just in 
time to see the train moving off. 
He 


leaped from his horse, turned the animal 
loose and climbed on to the rear plat- 
form of the train. 
The Chicago Tribune 


lost a horse, but got the news of the bat- 
tle ahead of its competitors. 


This enterprising journalist must have 


early seen that success in journalism 
might bring plenty of reputation without 
much money. How he got out of news-' 
paper work and into railroad financiering 
and management is a romantic story 
which I am not going to narrate here. 
The key to his good luck lay in embrac- 
ng an opportunity *hcn it came along 
and holding fast to it. 
Still, he might 


now be running a local railroad up the 
Willamette Valley in Oregon, if he had 
lot possessed a keen eye for geography. 
The (lei-mans are great in geography. 


When Villard arrived in Oregon to 


uanago a bankrupt railroad he saw that 
he great striking feature of the region 
vas the Cascade Kange of mountains, 
and that nature had made one passage 
hrough that huge barrier of rock and 
now—the gorge in which flowed the 
Jolumbia river.

THE PASTORAL GIMLET. 


Once a city pastor was absent from 


home for a week. During his absence 
the son of a member who lived several 
miles out of town died. He did not be.u 
of the young man's death unil he returned. 
Then he was taken sick, and it was a 
week or ten days before he could safely 
drive out and visit his afflicted parishon- 
er. 
The first words that greeted his. 


ears were, "Well, I thought you had for- 
gotten us;" and then the good woman 
sat complacently down to be consoled. 


That is what I mean by the pastoral 


gimlet, and it is astonishing how profi- 
cient certain church members become in 
its use. 
The delicacy in insinuating, the 


deftness and grace in twisting, can only 
have been acquired by assiduous practice. 
They know where it will go in most 
easily, just how many turns to give it be- 
fore it gets down to the quick. 


There are various scientific twists of 


the gimlet known to adepts and to vic- 
tims. 


There is the sarcastic twist. Hostess 


enters the parlor, and greets pastor thus- 
"Good afternoon, Dr. A.; really the sight 
of you is refreshing. 
Have you found out 


at last where we live 1" 


There is the business twist. "Do you 


know that you haven't been inside our 
house for six months ?" Parsons, as well 
as mathematicians, 
are painfully aware 


that figures can't lie ; so that this twist is 
a peculiarly effective one, usually trans- 
fixing the victim, and reducing him at 
once to a condition of silent helplessness. 


Then there is the reproachful 
twist, 


also very effective—tremendously so if 
the twister can manage to start a "silent 
tear"-" Really, we began to doubt whether 
we had any pastor." 
And once iii a while we are treated to the 


spiteful twist, in administering which 
the operator, or more commonly the 
operatrix, is at no pirns to conceal her

The South is fortunate in the acquisi- 


tion of a new plant called Japan clover, 
and it is beiui; maile a standard grass 
crop. The clover is low in growth, bare- 
ly exceeding four inches in height.

itself, stand drought, and occupy loca- 
tions that are iinfi; fur any other purpose.

SCIENTIFIC MIBOELLAHY. 


The doctors disagree. The now fa- 


mous'fossil footprints found last year at 
Carson, Nevada, and supposed to have 
been made by prehistoric human giants, 
are regarded by Prof. 0. C. Marsh as 
probable tracks of a large sloth. It is 
stated, however, that Dr. Ilarkness still 
insists th,it the impressions were left by 
a species of man, and that he finds bis 
theory strengthened by fresh discoveries 
of tracks even more clearly defined than 
those first uncovered. 


Kaye has shown that the whirl- 


winds of dust observed by Prejevalsky in 
Central Asia, like those of Mexico, India 
and the Sahara, have the same origin and 
mechanical action as the tornadoes of the 
United States and all waterspouts. They 
are all alike spiral movements descending 
with upright axis and always travelling 
horizontally in a nearly straight line. The 
general belief that the dust on land and 
the water at sea ascend from the surface 
high into tlie air is due, Mons. .Faye tells 
us, is an optical illusion.

time by jMons. J. Girard — to the sup- 
posed changes of level of the earth's sur- 
face reported from certain parts of Eu- 
rope.
